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Abstract: This study is based upon material of the tribes Apotomini, Broscini 
(Broscinae), Tachyini and Trechini (Trechinae) collected from different localities of 
Turkey between 1994 and 2008. In this study, totally 12 species and subspecies 
belonged to seven genera in the tribes Apotomini, Broscini (Broscinae), Tachyini and 
Trechini (Trechinae) have been recorded. In addition, new localities have been found 
for some species and subspecies which had already been reported in Turkey. 
Separately, distribution in the world of species and subspecies have been given in this 
study. 
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Introduction 


The first part of the Carabidae fauna of Turkey covered the tribe Harpalini (KESDEK & 
YILDIRIM 2003), the second part of the tribe Platynini (KESDEK & YILDIRIM 2004), the 
third part of the tribe Bembidiini (KESDEK & YILDIRIM 2007a), the fourth part of the 
tribes Dryptini, Lebiini and Zuphiini (KESDEK & YILDIRIM 2007b), the fifth part of the 
tribe Brachinini (KESDEK & YILDIRIM 2007c), the sixth part of the tribes Notiophilini and 
Platynini (KESDEK & YILDIRIM 2010a), the seventh part of the tribe Pterostichini 
(KESDEK & YILDIRIM 2008), the eigthth part of the tribe Amarini (KESDEK & YILDIRIM 
2010b), the nineth part of the tribes Callistini and Licinini (KESDEK 2008), and this tenth 
part includes the tribes Apotomini, Broscini, Tachyini and Trechini of Turkey. The in- 
formation related to the material and literature references vvere given in the first part. 
Locality provinces and distribution in the world of the collected species and subspecies 
have been given in alphabetical order in the following list. The material is deposited in 
the Entomology Museum, Erzurum, Turkey (EMET) and the author's collection. 


In this study, totally 12 species and subspecies of seven genera belonged to the tribes 
Apotomini, Broscini, Tachyini and Trechini of subfamilies Broscinae and Trechinae of 
the family Carabidae have been recorded from Turkey. Among them, Broscus punctatus 
DEJEAN is new recorded for Turkish Carabidae fauna.

Vorliegende Arbeit behandelt Carabidae der Triben Apotomini, Broscini (Broscinae), Tachyini und 
Trechini (Trechinae), welches an verschiedenen Orten der Türkei im Zeitraum 1994 bis 2008 
aufgesammelt wurde. 12 Arten/Unterarten in sieben Gattungen der oben genannten Gruppen wur- 
den nachgewiesen. Zusätzlich wurden neue Funddaten schon bekannter Arten aufgeführt und 
Angaben zur Gesamtverbreitung gegeben. 
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
